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Before how TO Page 47, wurth line ancertain before certain, 


NT HEN our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, was aſked by his 
_ diſciples, concerning the ſigns of his coming 


to deſtroy Jeruſalem, and to judge the world, we 


find Him cautioning of them againſt thoſe deceivers, 
who. ſhould ſet before them any falſe Chriſt in oppo- 
fition to Himfelf the true one, whom patriarchs, pro- 
phets, and apoſtles built upon.. Such perſons are 
moſt dangerous characters, and ought to be ſhunned, 


but ſuch abounded in Judea, before the deſtruction of 


Jeruſalem, and the temple, when the diſpenſation ad- 
miniſtered by Moſes, was to give way to the goſpel. 


As iniquity abounded, ſuch as treachery, and hatred 
unto, and rejection of, the true Chriſt, and his diſci- 
ples; and the love of many, waxed cold, and the 
hereſies appeared to ſuch lukewarm minds ſo plauſt- 
ble, that the very elect in thoſe days, were in danger 
cf being deceived, through their diſſimulation; for the 


upoſtle John, informs us, that in his day, „there 


were many antichriſts,” for whoſoever oppoſes, and is 
contrary unto the true Chriſt, muſt be antichriſt. 
And the judgments infſicted on thoſe people, were 
figurative of the dreadful. judgments, that will be 
poured upon an ungodly world, even all that reject 
the ze Chriſt, who is the Son of Man and 7he Son of 
the living God. When I conſider the lukewarmnefs 


of the profeſſing people of Chriſt, called proteſtants; 


in regard to the man of fin, (one of the fouleſt anti- 
chriſts) and his adherents; the zeal of many to uphold 
the beaſt, and when I hear of the dreadful wars, that 
cConvulſe part of the world at this time, and read of 
thoſe charaQters deſcribed by our Lord, and his apoſ- 


tles, 
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tles, that ſhould make their appearance in the latter | 


days, {a} and the fins committed by them; and be- 


hold the practice of our modern profeſſors, reſembling 
the deſcription given, as well as the ignorance, and 
infidelity of the people at large; but above all, the 
ſtrange notions entertained, of the Perſon of the Me- 
diator, and the inſult, and diſhonour offered Him, by 
"Tome; and the indifference of his profeſſed friends, it 
makes me ſigh, groan, and weep, as well as tremble, 
on account of the nation, church, and myſelf: for 
without the gift of prophecy, one may diſcover, the 
danger we are expoſed unto, and as we have been 
highly favoured of the Lord, in his providence as to 
religious privileges, (more ſo perhaps than any nation 
ſince the Jews) we muſt expect like Capernaum; to be 
thrut down the lower, for our miſimprovement, if 
mercy prevent not. And as there are many of the 
dear elect children of God, in our land, (called and un- 
called) who may be looking, and longing for a place 
of refuge; and ſafe retreat; ſuch I would wiſn to direct 
to the ſtrong hold, tower, and rock of ſalvation, pro- 
vided for them, which the gates of hell ſhall never 
prevail againſt (%. As this has proved a ſanctuary 
for millions, in different ages, and places, whilſt it has 
been a ſtone of ſtumbling, and rock of offence to 
others, it behoves us, in this nation, who are called by 
the name of Chriſt, to look well to it, leſt we ſhould 
-be like beth the houfes. of Iſrael, enſnared by forming 
wrong views and conceptions of the only foundation, 
real Head, and mighty Saviour of the church ; and 
the queſtion put by our Lord to the phariſees, may at 
all times, be put to all teachers; what think yę of 
Chriſt? or that other queſtion to his own apoſtles; 
whom ſay ye that I am? After the confeſſion of 
Ca) St. Matth.

Thomas, the beloved diſciple, informs us that the ac- 
count given of the Perſon, of the Mediator, & was 
written that we might believe that Jeſus is 2% Chriſt, 
the Son of God.” John 20 and 31. From which 
words I ſhall attempt to explain three leading parti- 
culars, viz. | . | 
1ſt. What is to be underſtood by the words, © Jeſus 
is the Chrift the Son of God.” . 2 
2dly. That as ſuch, He is the only viſible object, of 
faith, worſhip, prayer, and falvation. : 
3dly. That there is no other. Then ſhall take no- 
_ tice of ſome objections made to the doctrine thus 
propoſed, with fome replies to the objections, 
and proofs in confirmation of the doQtrine. z 


There was a general expectation raiſed among the 
jews and ſamaritans, that Meſſiah, or Chriſt, which 
ſignifies annointed, was to come; and they believe to 
this day, that He (whom they imagine is to come) is 
to be God and Man; exalted and abafed; Maſter and 
Servant; Prieſt and Victim; King and Subject; Mor- 
tal, and Conqueror of death; Rieh and Poor, a King, 
a Conqueror, glorious, yet a Man of griefs, involved 
in our infirmities, in a ſtate of great humiliation. All 
theſe ſeeming contrarieties, were to be reconciled in 
the Perſon of the Meſliah, as they did really meet in 
the Perſon of Chriſt. The prophets. taught thoſe 
truths, and the pious jews believed them. And as 
He is the anointed Prophet, Prieſt, and King of his 
Church, ordained before, but revealed in time, after 
the fall. of man, and acknowledged as ſuch by God, 
and his redeemed people; for we don't, read that 
Chriſt was literally anointed after his incarnation ; 
therefore when he is called the anointed, it muſt be 
an internal, ſpiritual anointing of-the Holy Ghoſt,that 
is to be underſtood ; and the outward, ſenfible unction, 
with which they anciently anointed kings, _— 
an

and prophets, was but the n and ſymbol of it. 
When Jeſus viſited our lower world, He came to his 
own” ancient people, but they received Him not; 
tor the carnal jews through their pride, and ignorance, 
expected their Meſſiah to come in great pomp, and 
temporal grandeur, to deliver them from their out- 
ward enemies; therefore they ſtumbled at His mean 
appearance, and derided Him as the ſon of Joſeph, 
and Mary, and call Him to this day the hanged man. 
But mark the difference betwixt the apoſtle's decla- 
ration concerning Jeſus, (the name given Him in the 
virgin 's- womb, who was born at Bethlehem, laid ina 
manger, crucified on calvary, and laid in the grave) 
Who. is te Chriſt. As the article %e is definite, it 
Doints at: Him, being certainly the identical Perſon, 

who was zie Saviour of jews and gentiles; high and 
low; rich -and poor; male and female ; bond and: 
free; and the apoſtle Peter, after he had laid His 
death to the charge of his countrymen, tells them, 
« that He, whom they had crucified, was made both 
Lord, and Chriſt.” This glorious theme, employed 
the reaſoning powers, and tongue of Paul, at Damaſ-' 
cus; after his converſion, © to confound the ; Jews, by 
proving that this was very Chriſt:“ again, at Corinth 
when preſſed in ſpirit, he teſtified to the jews, © that 
Jeſus was Chriſt;“ but once he thought like them, 
*that he ought to have done many things contrary 
to the name of Jeſus of Nazareth.” This ſubject en- 
gaged the attention. and eloquence of Apollos, at 
Epi pheſus, for he mightily convinced the jews, and 
that publicly, dae wing by the. —_— that J eſus 
was Gol ef. 8 | 


The Perſon here ſpoken, ofa as the Son of God, Is 
diſtinguiſhed by this apoſtle. by the term wrd in the 
frſt chapter of the goſpel, and in the epiſtle which

bears his name: and we are to underſtand by the 
term, that He is the ſecond perſon, in the adorable. 
Trinity ; who created all things, and is the Author of 
natural life, to all creatures, and ſpiritual life to the 
elect of God. He who was made fleſh, by taking hu- 
man nature, into union with his Godhead, and was 
ſeen, heard, and handled by the apoſtles, who after- 
wards bore witneſs of Him: for in the divine Eſſence, 
there are three, who have diſtin& properties, aſſi gned 
unto them; neither divided from, nor prior to each 
other, in nature, eternity, or dignity. Neither did 
the Father, or the Holy Ghoſt, aſſume humanity, but 
the Son; who, during His ſtate of humiliation, was 
much eclipſed, eſpecially, to an unenlightened 
mind; but when He roſe from the dead, and quitted 
the grave, as a victorious Conqueror, He was de- 
clared to be he Son of God with power,” to which 
period the pſalmiſt refers, in the ſecond pſalm, as the 
apoſtle applies it {d). In a ſhort time afterwards, 
He appeared to His diſciples, Thomas being abſent, 
and knowing the apoſtle's- unbeliet, He came again, 
after eight days abſence; and offering the proof, 
which the doubting diſciple had requeſted, in the bo- 
dily abſence of his Lord, he was pricked to the heart 
and cried out, My Lord and my. God!” after which, 
his Lord, and ours, pronounced ſuch bleſſed, who had 
not ſeen Him with their bodily eyes, but by faith 
ſaw and confeſſed him ; and the Holy Ghoſt has re-. 
corded it, by the ſacred penman, for our encourage- 
ment, who might be tempted, to doubt of His reſurrec- 
- tion, if we had not the proof that Thomas had with 
his bodily eyes. Let us then admire and adore Him, 
for his tenderneſs and compaſſion towards tempted 
fouls, who was, and is, ſo willing to give proof of the 
marks received, on the account of rebellious, unbe- 
leving, and finful ſouls. | |

God as a ſpirit is inviſible, and to Ke any idea of+

a deliverance from, or victory over dangers, and ene- 
mies, whether temporal ſor ſpiritual, It is the ſpiri- 
tual, that we are more immediately treating of at this 
time. Since the fall of Man, the human race have 
been all without exception, ſubject to a multitude of 
enemies, within; and without; the curſe of the law, 
the wrath to come, and the torments of hell, at the 
end of their mortal life. In ſuch a ſtate, we muſt 
have for ever perifhed, if eternal mercy had not re- 
membered us in our low eftate; in this fituation of 
things, we hear him ſpoken of by his prophet, © the 
Lord () ſhall ſend them, a Saviour and a great one, 
and he ſhall deliver them. Behold thy ſalvation 
cometh, behold his reward is with Him, and his work 
before Him.” And this at a time, © when he ſaw there 
was no man, and wondered there was no interceſſor, 
therefore his own arm brought ſalvation, and this He 
accomplithed a/one.” Aged Simeon rejoiced, when 
he held Him in his arms, and ſaid, mine eyes (/) 
have ſeen thy ſalvation,” that is, I have ſeen Him, 
- whom thou haſt ſent into the world, to be the author, 
and procurer of ſalvation to loſt ſinners, © who obey 
Him.” And in the new teſtament He is called the 
Saviour (n): in ſhort, that is the ſignification of the 
name ſeſus.

So that the law of God, was fulfilled ; and God more 
honoured, by the obedience of his Son, than if the 
whole human race had obeyed in their own perſons;

Charged the penalty, which had been incurred by 
ſinners; © thus blotting out the hand-writing of or- 
dinances that was againſt us, and taking it out of the 
way, by nailing it to his croſs (o): triumphing over them 
in it.” So that the ranſomed, are delivered from the 
curſe, and condemnation of the law; and from the 
the pit, or lake that burneth for ever and ever; for 
as the God-Man, He obeyed, ſatisfied, ſuffered, roſe 
again, aſcended into glory, and as ſuch will come to 
judge the world: thus through His merits, they that 
1 are juſtified from all things, from which they 
could not be juſtified by the law of Moſes. The 
glory of his Perſon, and the efficacy of his work, 1s 
Pick, that having ſatisfied infinite juſtice, and pacified 
vinditive wrath, He is able to fave them to the

There were two ichs aner the law, that taught

grieyous to ſtain paper with ſuch foul ſentiments: It

may be divided, and they approach God as an ab/oure 


God; who as ſuch will be found a conſuming fire; this 
we may gather, from the words of one of thei: lead- 
ers, who has drawn a kind of creed, or confeſſion tor the 
reſt, and whom I have contended with, among others, 
before a ſociety of chriſtians.

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| houſe,” and the mercy ſeat; all ſuch/compariſons 
lead the mind to entertain an idea, that the divine and 
human natures, may be ſeparated, the fame as a per- 
ſon from a throne, or a ſeat.

It is aſtoniſhing to think, that any body of learned 


has produced ſome ſtrong proofs of the divinity of 


our Lord, out of ſcripture; but it is well known to 
many, how corrupt his ſentiments were; before his 


death; and it ought to be a caution to all, eſpecially 
to miniſters, how far a perſon may form ſome ideas of 
the divine eſſence of the eternal God, as an: helligent 


and ſupreme being, and yet have no ſaving knowledge 
of Jeſus: Chriſt, © the true God and eternal life:“ 
our Lord ſays, ye believe in God, believe alſo in 


me;“ and, © this 1s life eternal that they. might know 
thee, the only true God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom thou 


baſt ſent(/).” And as hath been before proved, He 
who ſends, and He who is ſent is the Lord of hoſts ;” 


for although He took into union, a nature jferior to 


angels, and in ſuſtaining the office of Mediator, was 


ubordinate to the Father, yet in Perſon, being in the 


form of God, He thought it no robbery to be equal 


unto Him. 


Some free thinkers, have charged thoſe who do 


_ worſhip the whole of the Mediator, as perſons, © pro- 


yoking the Lord to jealouſly, with ſtrange gods: that. 
they ſacrifice not to God, but to new gods, that'came 
newly up, and gods aſcending out of the earth, &c.“ 
It is well for ſuch wits, (as they may be called by 
ſome) that Jeſus Chriſt bears with them, and endures 
their contradiction againſt Himſelf : but let them re-

We readily, admit, that“ the fruit of 
the earth being excellent and comely;“ and © truth. 
ſpringing out of the earth,” /&) may be juſtly applied 
to that nature formed, in the virgin's womb, and 
which nature aſcended on” high into glory, and led 
capyrity-captive, is that which all true chriſtians will 
eyer magnity and adore; as Dr; Watts writes, This 
infant is the mighty God, come to, be ſuckled and 
_ adored.” The burning buſh was a figure of this Perſon ; 
as the buſh ſpringing out of the earth, and the fire 
emblematical of the divinity, deſcends out of heaven, 
into this lower earth: the natures are diſtin, yet 
conſtitute but one Perſon indiſſolubly united, and as 
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ſuch tp be adored: 


If ſuch ſentiments as are broached. by the objectors, 
do not lead to the denial of Jeſus Chriſt, being tie 
Chriſt of God, I am at a loſs to infer, what does: and 
if ſo, it muſt of courſe be a kind of antichriſt, for to 
my knowledge, ſome of the above opponents have. 
declared, © that they would not reſt until they had 
pulled down that id of Chriſt's humanity from be: 
ing worſhipped:” hut poor ſouls, they may as well 
attempt to pull down the ſun from the firmament. 


But ſome attentive reader may be ready to enquire; 
By what name is ſuch an error called, and known? 
It is hard to tell, it reſembles the moſt the error taught 
by Neſtorius : for he held, that the Perſon of the 
Son, or Word of God, dwelt by inhabitation in the Man 

- Chriſt Jeſus, as a man, in an houſe, or ſhip to rule it.

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He dwelt in Him, as in his zemple, in a faperior man- 
ner to what He did in any of the ſaints; but ſo He 
- dwells 1 in all believers, fo that there is no difference 
in kind, betwixt the union with believers, only in de- 
grees; but to ſay, that the fulueſi of tie Godhead dwelleth- 

' bodily in any of the ſaints, would be blaſphemy. "He 
likewiſe maintained, © that there are two perſons in 
Chriſt, and that the name of the Son of God, i is accom- 
nodated to the Son of Man;“ but ſo they were called 
gods, to whom the word of God came, neither does 

85 chis anſwer any one divine teſtimony, wherein the 
name of God is given, to the Lord Chriſt, ſuch as, 
* laying down [lis life,” and purchaſing the church, 
ce with his own blood:” however to do Neftorius, 

Aris, and Socinus juſtice, neither of them denied di- 

vine worſhip to be due to the Man Chrift Jefus, but 
acknowledged Him to be a repreſentative of God; 
but as the two latter denied, his proper divinity, the 
former came neareſt to the truth, yet each would Have 
introduced idolarry into the church, by teaching men 
fo worſhip one, - whom they locked upon as a mere 
man. But we worſhip that humanity, affitmed into 
ſubſiſtence in the Perſon of the Son of God, as Medi- 
.- tor, grounded on his divinity, and the word of com}. 
mand,when He was brought into the world, for it could 
not be the divine nature, that was viſible in time, or 
brought into the world; for as God, He was front 
eternity, in His eſſence; and the world, was created 
by Him. I have only mentioned thoſe opinions of 
Neſtorius, which Fhave heard made uſe of, by thoſe I 
3 have diſputed with, although many others might be 
|, mentioned: but as I promiſed, that I would not ſtart 
any objeCtions, that I did not know were in ex- 
1 iſtence; I ſhall now paſs from them, to take notice 
bi of two ideas entertained by pious divines, (who I be- 
lieve would deteſt the ſentiments already expoſed, ſo 
* diſhonourable to Jeſus wan) which' give ou li- 
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| bþerty to unſanctified minds, to launch.intgggbe ex- 
tremes of fanciful imaginations; but in doing this, I 
would with. to act, with great deference, to the ſupe- 
ior wiſdom, learning, and piety, that many of ghem 
poſſeſs above the unworthy writer of this paper. The 
firſt is that ſentiment, of the eternal generation of the' 
Son of God. Many times have I ſtood amazed, when 
thinking, how thoſe great and able men (in other re- 
ſpects) have miſapplied the ſcriptures, produced. by 
them in favour of this ſentiment ; for the very term, 
gives an idea that the Father, had exiſtence prior to 
the Son, and all explanation, in general only increaſes 
the difficulty; for the ſecond Perſon in the Trinity is 
equal to the firſt, as to eternity, nature, and dignity 
therefore in the old teſtament, He is often ſpoken of, 
as the Word; ſo John begins his goſpel and.ſpeaks of * 
Him, as the Creator of all things, but when he is ſpo- 
ken of in the old teſtament, as the Son, in the ſecond 
pſalm, and the ſeventh and ninth chapters of Iſaiah, 
it is in reference to his incarnation, birth, and reſur- 
rection; and the paſſage out of the pſalm is applied 
by the apoſtle to what paſſed in time (). As for 
what the ſacred penmen ſpeak of Him, by the term 
Son, after his birth, it may be applied to what was 
done in time; and does not contradict the idea of His 
4 rs As for that paſſage in proverbs, which 
lome quote to prove their ſentiment, it is plain to me 
that the ſacred penman enquires, whether there ever 
was ſuch a perſon, who had aſcended into heaven, to 
learn wiſdom, or do ſuch acts, as are there mentioned, 
as it was cuſtomary for the Hebrews, to call the fon, 
the ſon of ſuch an one by name, for inſtance, © David 
the ſon of ſeſſe, Solomon the ſon of David, Agur the 
ſon of Jakeh.” Theſe great men in general follow 
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each r and quote many of the antient father's 


ſayings, to confirm their aſſertions, but I need not in- 
form them, that the jews pretended oral late, found iii 


their Taimuds, as well as the fund of traditions, which 
papiſts have a ſtore of, are not warranted: by the word 


bf God, therefore they ought not to bind us, in mat- 
ters of faith; and, better burn all creeds, eompoſed by 
fallible men, than run counter unto, or one fide of the 
Word. And it muſt be acknowledged, that this idea, 


has produced ſeveral errors, concerning the Perſon of 
Chriſt, and it is to be lamented, that by philoſophical 


| ſpeculation, ' and endeayouri g. to explain, the myſtery 


of the Trinity, and of Chriſt, men have darkened 
connſel by words, without knowledge, and out: 
ſtretched the bounds of ſobriety. But the apoſtles 


rote, and ſpoke Joberly, not attempting to explain 


myſteries, above our conception; or to give us any 


other generation of the Son of God, than that accord- 


ing to the fleſh, and one might ſuppoſe that the very 
queſtion, put by the prophet, who ſhall declare his 


generation?“ would teach us to ceaſe from attempt- 


ing to declare any other, than that already given by 


the Evangeliſts, for there is no“ ſearching the AE 


ighty Trinity, or the Almighty Jeſus to perfection. 
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In the word of revelation, we are told, chere are three chat bear 


record in bèaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghoſt.” We have 


a demonſtration of the perſonalities, the Father's voice from the cloud, 


bearing teſtimony to the Son, in the mount, and in the water, and the 
Holy Spirit, like a 4% e, deſcending upon Him. There are properties 
that peculiarly diſtinguiſh each Perſon, the Father, promiſes, and gives, the 


' tuheritance to his Son; the Son, lays down his life for the ws 1 and pur- 
s 


chaſes his church, with His dyn blood; the holy Spirit, /eals the elect, 


and produces a living ſpring within them, In ſhort the Father grants, 


the Son redeems, the holy Spirit applies: thus each Perſon, poſſeſſes 
inherently in Himſelf, the power to ſuſtain the offices, undertaken for the 
recovery, and reſfor ation of fallen inan. The ſame unerring word informs

The other zdea, is that taken from the words of our 
Lord, recorded in Mark 1 3 and 325 concerning the 
Son, not knowing the exact day of judgment; which 
in general is underſtood to mean, that as man He was 
ignorant of the time. But this is derogatory: to the 
Lord Jeſus, for it is an attempt, to deprive Him of his 
fore knowledge of future events, and contradiftory to 
the declaration of the apoſtles, who appealed to Him, 
as one © who knew all things,” and “in whom are hid 
all the treaſures of 2/dom and knowledge(n) :” and as, 
He is the ſearcher of hearts; and knew the thoughts 
of all men whom He converſed with, in the days of 
his fleſh, therefore He is omniſcient and omnipreſent ; 
end as a Prophet, knows all things paſt, preſent, and 
future, for He is the ſame yeſterday, and to day, and 


for ever: and J think, He could have as eafily told 


them, the time, as the ſigns going before it, if He had 
thought proper: but to deny this, is to /eve/ Him with, 
or make Him inferior in knowledge, to His ſervants 
the prophets, who could foretell future events. know 
there is another ſenſe in which ſome underſtand the 
words, that as Mediator He was unacquainted with 
the time, or He was not to reveal the ſame at that 
period: and this appears to me to be nearer the 
meaning than the other explication, However we 
are ſure, the word of-God indited by the fame Spirit,

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us, ** theſe three are one, from whence we believe, that the eternal Eſſence 
is undiwi dea. but how He exiſts, no ſober d. vine, will be aſhamed to ſay,

Vith the time, which is no better than 4/a/phemy to 
1 aſſert; neither would my pious friends, whom I am 
particularly addreſſing, entertain ſuch a thought, I am 
perſuaded; I will put down how I have been led to 
conſider the paſſage, and leave it to the judgment of 
the reader to receive or reject. As our Lord's human 
nature was not in eaven, with the angels, nor with 

the Father, at the time He ſpoke the words any more 
than when He converſed with Nicodemus, and as He 
does not ſay, the Son of God, or the Son of Man, I do 
not think that it is applicable to Him perſonally at 
all; but to ſome other ſon, namely, the adopted, or 
e ſons gathered together in one body, under one 
Jead, compoſed of patriarchs, prophets; apoſtles, 
Jews, and gentiles ſinners, whether in heaven; or on 
earth, whom Iſrael of old were a figure of (p): and ac- 
cording to this, Luke who is filent in the goſpel con- 
cerning the words, informs us in the Acts, that when 
the diſciples aſked Him a queſtion, before His aſcen- 
- hon, He anſwers (4); it is not for you to know the 
times, or. the ſeaſons, which the Father hath put in 
his own power;“ but He does not ſay, that He did 
not know. If the moſt enlightened men on earth, and 
even ſome in their glorified ſtate in heaven, where know: 
ledye is increaſed, above any communication here below, 
how ought this, to prevent any one preſumptuouſly from

kxing the time, when the day will be, which the Lord 
Judge, has thought proper, to conceal from us, but 
let us be more anxious to examine, how we are pre- 
pared for death, and judgment, as that certain'period 
will ſurely arrive, and then all will find, that the 

righteous Judge knoweth all things, as well as the ap- 
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ointed day. But ſome may obſerve, that there is a 


climax, or gradation in the angels being named firſt, 
befo n, Riaguiſtes the 
ſon above them in dignity. If ſo, it does not make 
againſt the foregoing explanation, for if I miſtake not, 
man's nature is exalted above angel's, as their Crea- 
tor did not verily take on Him the nature of angels; 
but took on Him the nature of man, to redeem ſinners 
of mankind : ſo exalted it above the whole creation, 


before the fon, in this paſſage, which di 


in uniting it to His Perſon. Perhaps ſome of theſe 


choſen, regenerated, adopted ſons gathered toge- 
ther in dne may be better acquainted, with the myſ-

to them) than the angels are: concerning whom 
it it written, © fear not little flock it is your Father's 
good pleafure to give you the kingdom,” Again,

honours conferred on angels. They are faid to be 
miniſtring ſpirits, to the heirs of ſalvation, ſo that it 


is moſt probable, the ſaints will be placed nearer to 


their Saviour in eve, than the glorious angels, and 


probably the apoſtle's words may be taken in the 
Flee ſenſe of gradation, when he ſpeaks of himſelf and 


His brethren in: the miniſtry, being made a ſpectacle 


to the F wicked world; to the C Aly] angels, and fre- 


deemed) men. iſt Cor.

Jeſus Chriſt is the Sun in the fr- 
mament of His word, and goſpel; and if we don't read 
and ſee in this light, we are groping by ſome: other 
light, either the dim light of natural conſcience, the 
moon, or ſtars: theſe are uſeful; but they communicate 
no life, and heat, as the ſun does, for they receive 
their light from him. So the moſaic diſpenſation, 
and likewiſe that of John Baptiſt, were uſeful in their 
ſpleres, but when the Sun aroſe there were no more 
need of theſe ; but He holds other kind of ſtars in his 
hand now, namely, miniſters of the goſpel, and the 
church in the twelfth chapter of the Revelation, is 
repreſented as clothed with the ſun, having the moon 
under her feet, and a crown of twelve ſtars upon her 
head; ſo that Chriſt's righteouſneſs, and the doctrines of 
the twelve äpdſtles, are her ornaments, whilſt ſhe has 
the moon of ceremonies, or the world under her feet. 
The ſun and its beams are diſtinet, although not 
ſeparated from each other, but it is not common to 
ſay, you muſt not look upon the body of the ſun, be- 
cauſe you have beams of light from him, neither hould 
we ſay, or think, that we muſt not look to the Juma- 
Rigel: Jeſus by faith, becauſe we have the beams of 
His divinity preſent ; or lightly eſteem that object, 
which is preferable, and far ſurpaſſes-moon or ſtars 
of any created extellency ; yea the moſt exalted crea- 
ture, or even the whole creation, are but faint reſems- 
blances of Him, whom we write of, by whom, and 
for whom the world was created. 33 


2 Then łhink, O man, how thy nature is exalted, in
